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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1,2,3, and 10 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: as to claim 1 , 
the prior art of record does not teach nor render obvious the overall claimed combination of a pair of 
anchor strips equidistantly displaced from a rib injury in a manner to allow at least one elastometic 
strap is positioned across the injury to be coupled to a plurality of fasteners on the anchor strips. 

Therefore, the invention defined in claim 1 is novel. 

3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of 
the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
